JANUARY 8, 2012 ERWIN CHEMERINSKY: “WILL THE DISPUTE BETWEEN THE MUSLIM AND

Dr. Chemerinsky is Dean of the University of California, Irvine, School of Law. As an expert in constitutional law, Dean 
Chemerinsky has served as legal consultant and commentator for all the major Radio and TV Networks. He has testified 
before committees of Congress, the California Legislature and the Los Angeles City Council. He is the author of several 
books and many law review articles. With his background and expertise, he is well versed to discuss with us this timely 
and possibly never-ending drama in our universities. Why did it take the Universities’ administration take so long to act 
on this problem, and why did the matter have to be resolved in a court of law?

Eli E. Hertz, the author of “This Land is My Land” will review the “Mandate for Palestine” a historical League of Nations 
document that laid out the Jewish legal right to settle anywhere in western Palestine, the area between the Jordan River 
and the Mediterranean Sea, an entitlement unaltered in international law. Prior to his arrival in the U.S. in 1974, Hertz 
served nearly seven years in the Israeli Defense Force as a paratrooper and was honorably discharged with the rank of 
Captain.
